AN ACT to amend the charter of the city of Osh- 
kosh. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

CEMETERY GROUNDS. 

SECTION 1. The city of Oshkosh is hereby au- May  „roc, 
thorized and empowered to purchase, hold, take tree!" eel"' 
and convey such tracts of land without the limits 
of said city for the purpose of establishing such 
cemeteries for the interment of the dead therein, 
as the common council of said city may think 
necessary, which shall be exempt from tax under 
any laws of this state. 

SECTION 2. The said city is hereby authorized Relating to 
and empowered to take, hold and dispose of any 
and all real estate without the limits thereof, here- 
tofore transferred to it by gift, grant, bequest or 
devise for cemetery purposes, by any and all per-
sons and corporations whatsoever, whether the 
same have been transferred in terms to said city, 
by its proper style, or by any other designation, 
or to any other person or persons, or body, for the 
use of said city. 

SECTION 3. The common council of said city

shall have power to pass such ordinances, rules offenders. 
 

and regulations with regard to the improving, 
preservation, laying out and ornamenting of said 
cemeteries and the burial of the daad therein as 
they may think necessary. 
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SECTION 4. The said common council is fully 
empowered and authorized to provide by ordi-
name for the punishment of all persons who 
shall without said limits be guilty of any viola-
tion of the regulations, rules and ordinances es-
tablished by said city in relation to such ceme-
teries the same as if such offense had been com-
mitted within the boundaries of said city; and 
magistrate having jurisdiction of prosecutions for 
the violations of ordinances of said city is hereby 
authorized and empowered to issue process for 
the apprehension of any and all persons guilty of 
any such violation, and to have the same jurisdic-
tion in every • respect as of the violation of any 
other ordinance, rule or regulation of said city. 

SECTION 5. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.
